; fu- etly departed. On this Account he check d 
nan the Perſecution, and allow'd them a fair Tryalz 
and yet this Emperor was ever jealous of the 
growth of Faction, a Sect, or Party; for when

HE oblig d his Friends with the utmoſt Ge- 


neroſity, and lov'd to cheriſh and mature a 
riſing Merit, in a conſpicuous young Man. He 
ſettled a handſom Salary on Caninius Rufus, 
and conferd a Penſion on Martial in the 
Country. Beſides other Preſents of Value, he 


gave a Military Employ to Metilius Criſpus, 


and 50000 Seſterces as a Portion to the Daugh- 
ter of Quintilian. All Perſons of an eminent 
Character were favour'd by him; as Suetonius, 


Tacitus, Siltus Italicus; with Pomponius Sa- 


turninus, Arrianus, and other Civilians, &*c. 
It was his firſt Delight to let them into his ncar- 
eſt Friendſhip and Converſation, 

As to his Fair Partners inthe Conjugal State, 
Hiſtory is very ſparing about them. His ſecond 
Wife was Calphurnia, of good Fortune and Ex- 
traction; ſhe was Miſtreſs of his Hcart; we have 

two Epiſtles extant to her; but the World Was 


not bleſs d with any of his Offspring. His de- 
fire however of reaching Poſterity in his Fame, 


was ſomething gratify'd by the Pen of Mar- 
tial and Tacitus, His Receſs was frequent to 
his Laurentme and Tuſcan Villas: After he 
relign'd his Command in Pontus, we meet no 
farther Hint of him; it is probable that he dy'd

many Sentiments leſs uſual, very often ariſe. 
What is apt to touch or ſtrike the Mind or the 
Fancy, on the Stage of the World, is fine- 
ly repreſented ; the Expreſſion is clear, choice, 
careful, tho ſeemingly negligent; poliſh'd, 
conciſe, various and muſical; well judg d and 
weigh'd, without the Appearance of it. In 
ſhort, the whole is juſtly, tho' readily deſign'd, 
and maſterly executed. If there be any De- 


feR, it is now and then a little Obſcurity, and 


perhaps a declenſion of Style, tho' ſcarce ſen- 
ſible, from the Standard of the Auguſtan Age. 


I might, on this Occaſion, launch into the Hi- 


ſtory and Critique of Epiſtle, and the Rules and 
Writers of it, ancient and modern. But that 
is too large a Field at preſent, and out of my 


Limits. It would be indeed ſuperfluous, when 
PLIN himſelf is offer d as the Rule and Ma- 


ſter; if he be well ſtudyd and imitated, it will 
be ſufficient, in a good Meaſure; tho others 
may have their turn. And it would be an ill 
Complement to his Aſhes, ifT ſhould run here 


Into the ſmalleſt Track of Thinking , that is not

It is well known 
hat his middle Age was taken up by the moſt 
Conſiderable Offices, and by the intimacy of 
Princes. But his Wit was acute, his Study in- 
credible, his Vigilance extraordinary. He be- 
an his Lucubrations from the Feaſt of Vulcan, 
ot for an auſpicious Beginning, but for the 
Fake of Study: in Summer, preſently after 
Mid-Night; in Winter, at Seven; or, when 
Jateſt, at Eight, often at Six. He was indeed 
A very moderate Sleeper; and ſometimes a 
i | Slumber came upon him, and left him again in 
The midſt of his Studies. Before Day he went 
o the Emperor Veſpaſian, for he likewiſe usd 
$i Nightin the ſame manner ; then teturning 
Nome to his appointed Othce, ſpent the re- 
mainder of his Time in Study, after cating a 
' ight and eaſy Meal, after the Cuſtom of the 
\ntients, If he had any leiſure Time in Sum- 
mer, he lay down in the open Sun: A Book 
| 1 Was read, and he took his Notes and Minutes 
upon it; for he read nothing without making - 
3 an Extract from it. He was accuſtom d to ſay, 
no Book was ſo ill pen d, but it might in ſome 
degree be ſerviceable. Aſter this relaxation in 
the Warmth, he commonly bath'd in cold 
Vater; then he took a ſlight Taſte of ſome- 
Ithing Eatable, and a ſhort Repoſe. Immedi- 
Jately, as if the Day was renew'd, he ſtudied 
till Supper-time : after that a Book was read, 
and in a curſory Way temark'd upon. I re- 
member, that one of his Friends, when the

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Reader made a Miſtake in the Tronuntiation, 
call'd him back, and oblig'd him to repcat it;

an incurable Tumour in the Foot; a lingring 
Evil, which he borc with Conſtancy, to his 
Deccaſe. A Man, entirely happy to the laſt, 


except in the Loſs of the youngeſt of his two 


Sons; but he left the eldeſt and better of them 
in a flouriſhing State, and paſt the Conſul- 
ſhip. He impaird his Reputation under Nero; 
He was bclicv'd to ſecond his violent Impcach- 
ments very willingly ; but he behay'd him- 
ſelf very wiſely and agrecably in his Friend- 
thip with Vitellius: He acquird great Ap- 
plauſe, as Proconſul of Aſia, and wip'd off 


the Stain of his former ill-turn'd Application 


by a laudable Indolence. Among the princi- 
pal Men of the City, he ſcem'd inſenſible of 
Power, and was therctore without Envy. 
He was much ſaluted and courted ; and while 


he was very much confin'd to his Bed, his 


Chamber was filld with a Number, that did 
not

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not - addreſs him on the Score of his Fortune, 


When at leifure from Writing, he paſt the 
Day in the moſt learned Converſation. He 


| wrote Verſe with more Labour than Hire; 
| and ſometimes try'd the Judgments of Men, 


by Revearſmg, Latcly, inclin'd by his Years, 
he retird from the City, and made his Abods 
in Campania z and was not removd, even 
by the Arrival of the New-Emperor TRA. 
7A N, in that Country. It was a diſtivguiſh- 
ing Praiſe of Ceſar, to allow that Liberty; 
and of him that had the Courage to make 
uſe of it. He was fond of new Things, to 
an Objection of being addicted to buy for the 
lake of Buying. He was poſſeſs d of many 
Country Seats in the ſame Places; and when 
he took a Fancy to a new Purchaſe, he neg- 
lected an old one. He had a Multitude of Books, 
of Statues, and of Images; which beyond a 
meer Poſſeſſion, he alſo reycrenc'd, Firſt in 


Eſteem, he held Virgil, whole Birth- day 


he celebrated with 8 Solemnity than his 


own; moſtly at Napl. s, where he frequented 


his Monument as a Temple. In this peace- 
ful Courlc of Lite, he rcach'd beyond his Se- 
venty fifth Year; with a Tendernels, rather 


| than an Infirmity of Body. And as he was 


the laſt Conſul of Nero, ſo he cxpir'd the 
3 of his Conſuls; and it is remarkabꝭ e, that 
Nero dy'd, when he was Conſul. When ! 


| reflect upon this, I am touch'd with a Com- 


pallion of humane Frailty. For what is ſo 
| narrow 
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narrow, ſo ſhort, as the longeſt Life of Man 
Do not you fancy that Nero is but lately de- 
ccasd, when at the ſame Time we do not 
find one of his Conſuls ſurviving. Tho why 
am TI (urpriz'd at this? It is not long, ſince it 
was ſaid of Lucius Piſo, (Son of that Pi 
who was K. 5 impiouſly kill'd in Africa, by 
Falerius Feſtus) that He now ſaw no Senator 
in the Houſe, whoſe Opinion he had as, 
when himſelf was Conful with NE RO. 
To ſo ſtreight a Bound is the very Life of ſo 
numerous an Aſſembly confin'd, that the Tears 
of that Prince, mention'd in Story, do not 
only ſeem excuſable, but graceful : For Xerxes 
is reported to have wepr, when he ſurveyd 
his immenſe Army, becauſe the Fall of 6 
many Thouſands was ſo ſpeedily threatened, 
However, we are the more oblig'd to prolong 
our Share of this vain and periſhing Time, if 
not by Actions, (the Materials of which arc 
in other Hands) yet certainly by Studies. And 
as far as we are deny'd a Length of Life, we 
ſhould bequeath ſomething to Poſterity, that 
may teſtify we have liv d ſometime. I am ſen- 
ſible, you do not want an Incentive ; yet my 
Affection for you prevails upon me to quicken 
you forward in your Race, as it is your Pra- 
iſe with me. Contention is good; when 
one Friend inflames another to the Love of

the ſame Year as Marius Priſeus bore that Of- 4 
fice in Africa. But Priſcus came from Beti- 0 
ca, Claſſicus from Africk. Hence the Word c 
of the Bætici (as Sorrow often makes a Man e. 
witty) not much amiſs, was carry'd about, \ 
I have given one bad Officer, and taken ano- c 


ther. But Marius was accusd publickly by \ 
one City only, tho by many private Perſons: 
A 
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A whole Province fell upon Claſſicus. He 


prevented the Charge, either by an accidental, 


| or a voluntary Death; for it was infamous, 
| but of a doubtful nature. For as it ſeem'd 


probable that he was willing to quit a Life he 


| could not defend, ſo it was ſurpriſing that he 
| avoided the Shame of Condemnation by dy- 

| ing, who was not aſham'd to commit things 
| worthy of it. Let the Province perſiſted in 
| the Accuſation of the Deccasd. This was 


faricd by the Laws, yet intermitted, and at- 
ter a long Interval revivd. They added, how 
many Accomplices and Servants of Claf/icas 
they at once accusd, and by Name challeng d 
an Enquiry into their Conduct. I was with 
the Bætici, and with me Luccius Albius, a 
Man copious and elegant in ſpeaking, with 
whom 1 once cultivated a mutual Friendſhip, 
taat increasd on this Partnerſhip of Office. 
Glory indeed has ſomething incommunicable, 
eſpecially in Studies; yet between us there 
was no Diſpute, no Contention, ſince both 
of us labour'd for his Cauſe in an equal Yoke, 
not for himſelf. And the Weight and Ser- 
vice of it reftrain'd us from purſuing ſo bur- 
thenſome an Affair by ſingle Actions. We 
fear d our Timc, Voice, or Strength, would 


fail us, if we bound up this varicty of Char- 


ges and Partics at Law in one; then, leſt the 
Attention of the Judges ſhould not only be 
fatigu d, but confounded by the Number of 
Names and Cauſes, or the Fayour of particu- 


lax 
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lar Senators mingled and put together, tho 
it might be aim d only at this or that reſpe. 
Qtive Party, yet it might be extended to all in 
general; and finally, leſt Men of the greateſt 
Power, on a Sacrifice of the Meaneſt, might 
eſcape by the Puniſhment of others. For 
Favour and Addreſs is then moſt prevailing, 
when it may be cover'd with a ſhew of Scye- 
rity. Oar Plea was aſſiſted by the Inſtance of 
Sertorius, relating to the Horſe-Tail, pulled 
by the ſtrongeſt and feebleſt Soldier in his 
Army; you know the reſt of it. For we 
plainly ſaw that ſo numerous a Crowd of Li. 
tigants might be with Eaſe at leaſt overcome, 
if we pluck'd them off ſingly. We fil 
thought it proper to ſhew that Claſſicus was 
guilty ; hence was a juſt Tranſition to his 
Accomplices and Agents; for they could not 
be convicted, unleſs he was demonſtrated to 
be a Criminal. Of whom we immediately 
added two to Claſſicus, Bebius Probus and 
Fabius Hiſpanus, both Men of Conſequence, 
the latter alſo diſtinguiſh'd for his Eloquence. 
Our Work in the Caſe of Claſſicus was 
ſhort and expeditious ; he had left a Writing 
under his own Hand of what he receiv'd in cach 
Affair or Cauſc. He had likewiſe ſent Let- 
ters to a certain Female Acquaintancè in Town 
full of Vanity, attended with theſe Expreſii- 
ons; brave Luck! I ſhall ſpeedily wait upon 
you frœe and unfetter d: I have now made up 
my Sum of 40000 Seſterces, on a Sale of 
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part belonging to the Bætici. We had more 
Employment in relation to Hiſpanus and 
Probus. Before I enter'd upon their Charge, 
| thought it neceſlary to labour the Point of 
proving their Crimes to be miniſterial and ſub- 
ſervient. Unleſs this were effected, it were 
in vain to inſiſt on their being Inſtruments: 
for their Defence did not run upon the Ne- 
gative, but a Petition of Allowance to a Caſe 
of Neceſlity, founded on thcir Provincial Re- 
lation, and their Confinement to obey all the 
Commands of the Proconſuls. Claudius Re- 
fitutus, my Reſpondent, a Man of long 
Practice and Aſſiduity, and ready on the moſt 
ſudden Emergencies, is ever apt to ſay, 
That he is never ſo much involvd, and per- 
plex d, as when he finds thoſe Topicks cut off 
and wreſted from his Defence, in which he 
lac d his utmoſt Confidence. The Event of 
our Plea was this; The Senate was pleas'd to 
ſeparate the Effects of Claſſicus, which he poſ- 
ſelsd before his Truſt in the Province, from 
the Remainder ; and to aſſign the former to 
lis Daughter, the latter to the injur'd People: 
and it was added, That the Money paid by 
him to his Creditors, ſhould be recall'd. Hi 


ſpanas and Probus were baniſh'd for the Space 


of five Years. So heavy a Charge did that at 
Iſt appear, which at firſt was coubted, whe- 
ther it were criminal, or no. A few Days af- 
ter, we indicted Cavius Fnſcus, the Son-in- 
Law of Clafſicus, and dtillonius Priſcus, who 
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was Tribune of a Cohort under Claſſi Ins, 
with a different Iſſue. Priſcus was inter. 
dicted Italy for two Years; Fiſcus was ac. 
quitted. In the third Action we thought it 
moſt Commodious to join a Number together 
leſt, if the Cognizance of it was prolony'd far 
ther, the Juſtice and Scyerity of the Court 
ſhould flatten by a tedious Delay, and a Glut 
of Buſincis; Otherwiſe we had leſſer Clients 
in Reſerve, that were deſignedly kept off to 
this Criſis; excepting yet the Wife of Claf/icus, 
who was cntangled in ſeveral Suſpicions, but 
not ſufficiently convicted by clear Evidence: 
For the Daughter of Claſſicus, who was con- 
cern'd in the” Cauſe, was not ſo much as ſuf. 
pected ; ſo that upon the Cloſe of the Action, 
when I carne to her Name (for there was not 
an equal Reaſon, in the Concluſion, to fear 
that the Force of the whole Charge ſhould be 


| impaird by that Circumſtance, as in the open. 


ing of it) I thought it the faireſt Treatment 
not to preſs upon the Innocent; and I repeat. 


ed the ſame with Freedom and a variety of Ex 


preſſion. For ſomctimes I asd the Deputics 
whether they gave me Information, which they 
preſum'd might be diſprovd.

proſecuted with equal Brevity and Care: Yer 
I am too haſty in ſpeaking of my Care ; for 
I now rccolle& a Point I had forgot, and in- 
deed too late: But however, tho” it be here 
prepoſterouſly ſet, it ſhall be repreſented. This 


is the Practice of Homer, and of many others, 
in purſuit of his Example: Belides, it is oficn 


very graceful and becoming; yet I ſhall not 
uſe it now for that Keaton. One of the 
Evidences, whether angry that he was calld 
out againſt his Inclination, or ſuborn d by one 
of the Parties to diſarm the Charge, accusd 
Norbanus Licinianus, a Delegate, and one 
of the Inqueſt, of Prevarication in the Cauſe 
of Caſta, the Wife of Claſſicus, It is pro- 
vided by Law, that the Accuſation of the 
Criminal firſt be finiſh'd, and then the Que- 
ſtion be open'd of Prevarication; becauſe the 
Credit of the Accuſer is eſtimated chiefly by 
the Accuſation itſelf; Vet neither the Order of 
the Law, the Name of a Delegate, nor the 
Office of an Inquilitor, was a Protection to 
him. So obnoxious to publick Hatred was a 
Man, otherwiſe very diſſolute, and that usd 
the Times of Domitian, like many others; 
and then elected by the Province to enquire, 
not becauſe he Was good and faithful, but an 

Enemy 
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Enemy to Claſſicus. He was baniſh'd by him, 
and requir d a Day to be allow'd him for the 
clearing of his Crimes, but obtain d neither. 
He was compell'd forthwith to put in his An- 
fwer He did ſo. The perverſe and depravd 
Caſt of the Man, gives me a Doubt whether it 
was perform d with Confidence, or Firmneſs. 
Certain it is, it was carry'd on very readily. 
Many Objections were laid to him, that hurt 
him more than his Prevarication. Beſides, 
two Conſular Men, Pomponius Rufus, and 
Libo Frugi, wounded him with an Evidence, 
that, under Domitian, he aſſiſted in Court 
the Accuſers of Saluius Liberalis. He was 
condemn d, and order d to be tranſported to 
an Iſland. And ſo, when 1 accusd Caſta, 
| puſh'd nothing more, than that her other 
Accuſer ſhould: fall by a Charge of Prevarica- 
tion. Yet J urg d it in vain; for an Incident 
happen d that was croſs and new, that when 
the Plaintiff was condemn d for Prevarication, 
the Defendant was acquitted. Do you ask 
what I was employ'd about during this Tranſ- 
action? I declard to the Senate, that I learnt 
this publick Cauſe of Norbanus, and ought 
to have it a- new inculcated, if he was prov'd 
to be a Prevaricator. And ſo, while he was 
in Suit, I ſat down; and afterwards Norbanus 
was preſent every Day of Hearing, and ſup- 
hers; ported the ſame, either Conſtancy, or Aſſu- 
quirc, W tance, to the laſt, I now put a Queſtion to

On the laſt Day, Salvius Liberalis gave 
a aſhley: Reproof to the other Delegates, as if 
they Had not brought all to the Bar that were 
commanded by the Province to be arraign'd;

grateful. Indeed they often proclaim it an 
Obligation to me, that they eſcap'd the com- 
ing Storm.

8 UR Friend Artemidorus is of ſo bene. 
WL volent a Temper, that he is for inflam. 
ing the Kindneſſes of his Friends with the moſ 
extravagant Commendations. This puts him 
on ſetting ſuch a Value on my Deſerts, which, 
tho here true, he runs too great a Length in. 

Iis true, indeed, when the Philoſopher 
were baniſh'd the City, J viſited him in the 
Suburbs ; and what was more remarkable and 
dangerous too, I was at that time Prætor. 

He wanted a conſiderable Sum of Money, 
to pay ſome Debts he had contracted on ſome 
generous and friendly Accounts, which for 


all the Whiſpers of ſome great and rich Peo- 


ple, ] gave inſtead of lending him. 
All this I did in ſuch a critical Time, when 
Ihzd ſeven Friends either murder'd or baniſh'd. 


Among the murder d were Senecio, Ruſticus,

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Heluidius; and the baniſh'd were Mauricus, 
Gratilla, Arria, Fannza. When I was ſing d 
as it were with ſo many Thunderbolts about 
me, I had good Reaſon, and too ſure an 
Omen, to expect the ſame Fate. 

Theſe are no Reaſons as he would have 
em, in my Opinion, of my being ſo finely 
ſpoken of; only I may be ſaid not to have 


been ſo baſe as to abandon a Friend in Di- 


ſtreſs. 

Tor 1 loyd and admird his Father-in-Law 
C. Muſonius, as much as the Difference in our 
Years would allow and when I commanded 
as Colonel in Syria, I contracted a great Inti- 
macy with Artemidorus himſelf. In that in- 
deed I gave a Specimen that I had the Taſte of 
a Philoſopher, or ſomething the neareſt to it 
that could be: For of all thoſe who aſſume 
that Name in our Age, you ſhall hardly pick 
out one of his Sincerity and Veracity. I for- 
bear mentioning his Patience and Indefatiga- 
bleneſs in every Extremity of Heat and Cold, 
his Abſtinence in Eating and Drinking, and 
the whole Regulation of his Soul and Senſes. 

Theſe are mighty Things, and fo they would 
be in another; but in him were the leaft, in 
compariſon with his other Virtues ; which 
was the Reaſon that C. Muſonius preferr d him 
for a Son-in-Law to all Competitors whatſo- 
ever. All which indeed I very gratefully re- 
member, ſince he is pleasd ſo unmercifully 


to extol me before others as well as your ſelf.

other Accounts, as well as the Tye of Blood, 
She prepar d his Funeral, and conducted his 
Obſequies in that manner, that her Husband 
was a Stranger to them: Nay, as often as he 
enter d his Apartment, ſhe feign d that he was 
alive, and better; and often anſwerd, when 
he enquir d how the Boy did, that he reſted 
well, and took his Food readily. After, when 
her Tears long ſtifled, grew too powerful, and 
broke out, the retir'd, Then ſhe gave a look 
to Sorrow.

yet the Majority was in a manner the more

1 Pomponius Rufus pleaded againſt him, one 
that is ready and Vehement. To Rufus ſuc- 
ceeded Theophanes, one of the Deputies of the 
Province, the Head, Cauſe and Incendiary of 
the whole Action.

ſign d Conſul, gave Sentence, that Baſs 
was obnoxious to the Law againſt Bribery; 
Capio Hiſpo decided, that ſaving his Dignity 
of a Senator, Judges were to be allow'd him, 
Both rightly. How can this be, you will urge, 
when their Cenſure was ſo different? Why, 
becauſe it was very conſiſtent for Macer, 25 
he had the Law in his Eye, to condemn a 
Perſon who accepted of Preſents againſt the 
Law; and ſince Cæpio was of Opinion, that 
the Senate enjoys a Power, as it certainly does 
both to mitigate and extend the Laws, it was 
not without Reaſon, that he gave this Indul. 
genceto a Fact that was indced prohibited, and 
yet not uncommon. The Opinion of Czpi 
prevail d; nay, as he roſe up to declare the 
Sentence, an Acclamation was made to him, 
as it uſually is, to thoſe that reſume their Seats 
after it. By which ou may infer, with what 
Harmony the Thing was receiv d, when he 
actually ſpoke it; ſince it was fo favourably 
entertain'd, when he appear ready to utter 
it.

the Figure of a melancholly and neglected old 
Age, in a tall make of Body.

Gentle he was, and lite a Father kind.

o compleatly, that you would think, he had

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apply d himſelf to nothing elſe. I have been 
particular on this Head, to acquaint you hoy 


many and agrecable Services this ſingle Man 
has done me. Add to this my old Reſpect 


for him, which Danger it ſelf has heightened, 


For it is ſo order d by Nature, that nothing 
inflames and raiſcs Love to that Degrce, x 
the Fear of loſing the Object of it, a Pailion 
which J often feel for ZLoſamus. For ſome 
Years ago, while he was pronouncing with 
Force and Vehemence, he made a Diſcharge of 


Blood from nis Mouth; and when 1 had ſent 


him into Ag ypt on this Account, and le 
was recover after a long Travel, he lately re. 
turn'd. And after this, on ſtraining his Voice 
too far, for many Days ſucceſſively, a flight 
Cough threatned him with a Relapſe, and toon 
after, the ſame Emiſſion of Blood was rencw'd. 
For this Reaſon I have determined to ſend him 
to your Farm-houſc at Friuli; for I have fre- 
quently heard you ſpeaking, that the Air 
of that Place is very wholſome, and the 
Milk it produces is extremely proper in Cures 
of this Nature. I would deſire you therefore 
to ſend Word to your People there, that he 
may have a free Command of tlic Houſe and 
Conveniencies about it; and be ſupply for 
all Expences that Occaſion may require; as his 
Neceſſities will be very moderate: For hc is 
ſo temperate and ſober, that he docs not on 
decline the Comforts, but the Neceſſities due 
to an ill State of Health, by his Frugality. 1

will farniſh him in order to his Journey, with 


as much as is ſufficient to a moderate Man, 
and one that i is repairing to your Houle.

O ON after the the Bithynians had laid 
their Accuſation againſt Julius Baſſus, 
they form'd another againſt Rufus YVarenus, the 
Proconſul; the fame Farenus whom they had 
lately demanded and accepted as their Advo- 
cate, in Oppoſition to Baſſus. When they 
came into the Houſe, they mov'd for an En- 
quiry ; then Farenus petition'd, that he might 
Summon up the proper Evidence for his De- 
fence: On a Refuſal of the Bithynians, he 
was oblig d to enter his Plea. I defended Va- 
7771s, not without Succeſs; but whether de- 
ſervedly or not, the Work it ſelf will inform 
vou; for a Caule is influenc'd by Fortune on 
eicher Side: The Memory, the Geſture, the 
bronunciation, the Juncture it ſelf, - in ſhort, 
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the Love or Hatred of the Perſon accus d, ei. 
ther give or take away a great Share of Com. 
mendation. But a Plca in the Reading is not 
attended with thoſe Diſguſts, or that Favour; 


it is free from thoſe lucky or unfortunate | 


Chances. I was anſwer'd by Fontejus Magius, 
one of the Bithynians, with a Plenty of Words, 


but a Penury of Senſe. It is the Practice of 


moſt of the Greeks, to uſe a volubility for a 
copiouſneſs of Speech; they whirl their Peri- 
ods ſo long and 1b ſtiff, with one Breath, like 
a Torrent. Therefore Julius Candidus is usd 
to ſay agrecably enough, That Eloquenee is 
one thing, and Spcaking another. For Elo- 
quence is ſcarcely the Lot of one or two Men; 
nay, if we may believe Marc Antony, of 


none: But that which Candidus calls eaſineſs 


of Spcaking, is the Talent of many, and 
chicfly of the moſt aſſur d. The next Day, 
Homulus ſpoke for Varenus, with Addrets, 
Force, and Correctneſs: He was oppos'd by 
Nigrinus cloſely, weightily, and floridly. Aci. 
bus Rufus, deſign d Conſul, thought an Infor- 
mation was to he allow'd to the "Bythynians, 
but paſs'd over the Demand of Yarenns in 
Silence. This was a Method of giving a Ne- 
gative upon it. Cornelius Priſcus a Conſular 
Man, would have the Propolition of both 
Parties equally fatisfy'd; and he out number d

lay. The Cauſe of this Diſcharge was Nepos the 
Prætor, who proceeds ſeverely by the Lays 
in the Cognizance of Cauſes, He put out a 
ſhort Edict, and reminded both the Plantiff 
and Defendant, that he would execute the 
Act of Senate, This Decrce of the Houle 
was {ubjoin'd to the Edict.

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acquainted with the Laws, had read the De- 
crecs of the Scnate; and thus quells the vile 

Method of Trafficking for Law ; does not al- 


* low the moſt Honourable of all Things to 
« be expos'd to Sale. This is the Talk every 


where; the Event will decide it on either Hand 


of the Queſtion. It is perfectly unjuſt, but very 
much in practice, that fair, or ill Mealutcs are 
approv'd or condemn d, as they luccecd of u iſ- 
carry. Hence it is, that commonly the ſame 
Actions receive the Name, ſomietimes of Dili- 
gence, ſometimes of Vanity, Freedom, or 
Madness.

| He was at A rfenum, where he command- 
ed a Squadron of the Flect in Perſon on 
tie Ninth of the Calends of September, 
(i. e. Auguſt the twenty 24.) about one of 
the Clock in the Afternoon, my Mother in- 
form d him, that a Cloud appear d of an un- 
uſual Size and Shape. After he had repos d 
ſometime, according to his Practice, in the 
Sun, and taken a Draught of cool Water, he 
lay on a Couch and read; then he puts on 
his Shoes, and mounts an Eminence, to take 
the beſt Obſervation of this Prodigy: A Cloud 
aroſe (it was uncertain, at a Diſtance, from what 
Mountain, tho' it appear d after to be Veſuvi. 
s) in Likeneſs and Form reſembling a Pine- 
Irce; for it was elevated to a good Height, 
with a long Trunk, and diſtributed in ſeveral 
Branches. The Reaſon, I ſuppoſe, was, that 
it was rais d aloft by a ſudden Wind, and then 
relinquiſn d by it, as it decay d, or elſe over- 
powerd by its own Weight, it ſpread it ſelf 


imo a a large Breadth; appcaring ſometimes 
| White, 
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white, ſometimes Shadowy, and varioully co. 
lourd, as it was loaded with Aſhes or with 
Earth. It ſtruck him with Surprize, and ſeem'd 
to merit a nearer Examination. He orders a 
light Frigate to be fitted out, and gives we 
leave, if | thought proper, to go along with 


him. I anſwer'd him, that I was rather in. 


clin'd to Study, and by a great Hazard, he had 


deliver d ſomething to me, in order to be tran- 


(crib'd. He parted from his Houſe, and took 
his Table-Book with him. The Sea-Officcrs 


at Retina, alarm'd at the impending Danger 


(for that Village was exactly below Miſenum, 
nor was there any way to eſcape but by Sca) 
importund him to prevent ſo terrible a Di- 
faſter. He would not alter his Relo ution, 
but purſu'd with the utmoſt Courage, what 
he had entcr'd upon with an cager Curioſity. 
He draws out the Gallies, and goes on Board 
himſelt, with a Deſign to give Succour not 
only to Retina, but ro many other Places; 
for the Coait was delightful, and throngd 
with Villages. He proceeds with Expedition 
thither, from whence all the World wete rc- 
tiring, and makes a direct Courſe to the Point 
of Danger : So fearleſs, that he view'd, rc- 
mark'd, and noted down all the Motions and 
Figures of the Prodigy. Now the Aſhes fell 
among the Gallies warmer and thicker, the 
nearer they approach'd ; then Pumice-Stones 
and others, burnt to a Coal, and broken with 
the Fire. Soon the Paſlage appcar d to be too 
rapid, 
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rapid, and the Shore inacceſſible, by the Ruins 
of the Mountain; and after he had confider'd 
2-while, Whether he ſhould retreat, he imme- 
diately ſaid to the Pilot, that advis d him to it, 
« Fortune aſſiſts the Daring; tack about to- 
« wards Pomponianus. He was at Srabiæ, 
ſeparated by a little Bay from him; (for the Sea 
inlenſibly ſteals upon theStiores, that are winding 
there and crooked.) In this Quarter, tho as 
yet the danger was at a diſtance, yet, as it was 
full in view, and when it role to a height, very 
neat him; he had put all his Baggage into the 
Veſlels, and reſolv'd to go off, if the Wind had 
once turn'd contrary. My Uncle, carry'd 
hicher by a favourable Gale, embrac'd him, 
trembling as he Was, buoy'd him up, and en- 
couragd him: And to cafe his Fears by his 
own Contidence, he gives Orders to be con- 
vey'd to the Bath; after Bathing, he ſits down 
to Supper chearfully, or, what is equal, with 
all the Appearance of his ordinary Gaiety. 
In the mean time, large and high Eruptions 
of Fire glar'd from Mount Veſuvius in ſeve- 
ral Places, the Brightneſs of which was height- 
enced by the Gloom of the Night. My 
Uncle, to remedy their Fears, often told them, 
that what they ſaw in the Flames, was only 
the Villages abandon'd by the Peaſants, 
and deſtroy'd for want of Hands to afliſt 
them, then he compos'd himſelf ro Reſt, and 
llept very ſoundly. For as he was large-ſiz'd, 
his Snoring was pretty audible, and heard as 
far 
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far as the Anti-Chamber. But the Court that 
led to his Apartment, was, now ſo choak d 
up with Aſhes and Pumice-Stones, that, hd 
he ſtay'd longer in his Room, the Paſſage out 
of it would have been entirely obſtructed. Az 
ſoon as he was awaken d, he gocs out and 
joins Pomponianus, and the reſt that far up al 
Night: They: debated. all together, Whether 
they ſhould ſtay in the Houſe, or walk in tie 
open Field: For the Buildings were ſhock 
by violent and repeated Ear hquakes, aud 
ſcem'd to rock on one Side and the other, 4 
if tacy had been mov'd from their Fonndai. 
ons. Abroad, the Fall of the Pumice Srotie,, 
tho' light and eaten thro, alarm'd them f 
Compariſon of the two Dangers, . fix'4 their 
Choice on the Field; as to the reſt, one 
Fear ſurmounted the other; but with him, 
the ſtronger Reaſon took Place of the weaker: 
And to Guard againſt the fall of the Stones, they 
ty d each of them a Pillow about their Heats 
with Handkerchiefs or Napkins. It was now 
Day in other Places, but there it was ſtill 
Night, more black and diſmal than ever was 
known 3 but it was ſomething diſſipated by 
a multitude of Lights and Flambeaux. They 
thought it proper to advance to the Shore, and 
examine more nearly, as far as the Sca allow d 
them, which ſtill ran high, and was ruffled 
with a contrary Wind. There my Uncle 


lying down upon a Sheet that was ſpread un- 


der him, ask d once or twice for Water, and 


took

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took a Draught of it; ſoon after, the Flames, 


and a ſtench of Sulphur, a fore runner of the 


Flames, diſperod all the Company; and rousd 
him. He got up ſupported by two Servants, 
nd at that Moment, fell and expir d. The 
Cauſe of it, as 1 gueſs, was, that his Breath 


was obſtructed” by the groſs ſmoaky Air, and 


the Paſſages of his Stomach, naturally weak and 
narrow, and often Ecaverifh, were ſhut up by 
Suffocation. On the Return of Light, which 
was three Days after, the Body was found 
entire, unhurt, and coycrd with the Dreis in 
which he dy'd.' The State. of his Body had} 
the Appearance of Slcep more than of "Mie: 
tality. In the mean Time, I and my Mother 
were at Miſenum. But this is nothing to the 
Hiſtory, and you deſir'd no Information, but 
upon his Death.

For 
there is no manner of Writing, that, if it be 
compleatly touch d, has not a Right to be 
call'd extremely Eloquent and Maſterly. He 
has written ſome Comedies in Imitation of 
Menander, and others of that Time; tho? you 
might reckon them among the Plays of Te. 
rence and Plautus. He has now ſhewn him. 
ſelf the firſt Time in the antient Comedy, 
but not at all with the Kir of a Beginner, 
He is neither defective in Force, Greatneſs, Re- 
finement, Satyr, Sweetneſs, nor Gaiety. He 
has grac'd the Virtues, and the Vices he has 
laſh'd ; Fictitious Names he has employ'd with 
Decency, the True, with Propriety: As for 
my Particular, he has expreſs d too much good 
Humour, tho, indeed, a Poet may ſometime 
ſtretch a Point by Privilege.

Ax Affair has happen d, that infinitely con- 
cerns thoſe who are to be Governors of 
Provinces, as well as thoſe who too frankly 
confide in their Friends. Luſtricus Bruttt- 
anus, having found a Charge of ſeveral Crimes 
laid upon Montanus Aiticinus, his Lieutenant 
inform'd the Emperor of it. Acticinus added 


one Article to his Faults, in accuſing the 


Friend, whom he himſelf had deceivd. The 
Proceſs was regularly ſet on Foot; I was on 
the Bench : Both pleaded their own Caule, 
but conciſely, and in a ſummary manner; as 
the ſhorteſt Method to diſcover the Truth. 
Bruttianus produc'd his Will, which, he ſaid, 


was written by Aztzcenus's own Hand: For | 


nothing could prove more clearly the ſtrict 
Union that was betwcen them, and the Ne- 
ceſſity that forc'd Bruttianus to complain of 
a Man he ſo greatly valu'd. He explain'd the 
Eicads of the Charge, that appear d equally 
evident and ſhameful. Arricinus, when he 


could 
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could not clear them, rep!v'd to them in that 


manner, that while he was defended, he ap- 
pear d to bc infamous ; and wuile he laid the 


Accuſation, Wicked: For he had corrupted 


the Scrvant of Bruttianuss Secretary, icizd 
and mangled the Regiſters, and made an Ad- 
vantage of his own Crime againſt his Friend, 
with the utmolt Diſhoneſty. Czfar acd very 
nobly in the Affair; for he paſsd Sentence 
upon Aziticmus immediately, without taking 
the leaſt Notice of Bruttianus. He was con. 
demn'd to an lilaud. A very juſt Teſtimony 
of Integrity was given to Bruttianus, accom- 
panyd with the Credit of being firm and 
ſteady : For after a ſhort Defence, he puſſid 
the Accuſation with Vigour, and maintain'd 
the Part, not only of a Man of Spirit, but of 
Goodneſs and Sincerity. I have written this 
to you, as a Warning, ſince you have ob- 
tain'd the Government of a Province, to put 
the greateſt Confidence in your ſelf, and not 
rely 1 too much upon another; and then to 
know, that if any Man deceives you, (as | 
hope the contrary) you have a fair Precedent 
of Revenge; yet, you ſhould be ſtrictly carc- 


ful, not to have Occaſion for it. For there is

=  Cil, at Centumcellæ, (ſo the Place is call'd) 
it afforded me a very agreeable Scene of Plea- 
ſure. For what could be more delightful, 
than to view the Juſtice, Majeſty, and Affa- 
bility of a Prince, in a private Lodging, where 
all this is the moſt openly diſplay'd? There 


| were ſeveral Proceſles, ſuch as were fit to ex- 


erciſe the Virtues of a Judge, by various man- 


ners. Claudius Ariſto, the Principal Man 


among the Epheſians, open d his Cauſe: 
He was a Perſon of a Generous Temper, and 
of harmleſs Popularity. This drew the Envy 
of ſome upon him. An Informer of a _ 
rent Character was ſent againſt him, by 
Perſons of the ſame Kidney: Therefore he was 
acquitted, and had Juſtice done him. On the 
Day following, Gallita was heard, in an Action 
of Adultery : She had been married to a Col- 
lonel, 
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lonel, who deſignd to be a Candidate for Pre- 


ferment at Rome, but ſtain'd her own Henour, 
and that of her Husband, by a Criminal Amour 
with a Centurion. The Husband wrote to 
the Licurenant Governour about it, and he to 
Ceſar. C&ſur, on a full Diſcuſſion of the E. 
vidence, calhicrd and Baniſh'd the Centurion : 
The other part of the Crime, as it is neceſſaril) 
the Crime of two, remain d to be puniſh. 


But here the Love of his Wife was a check up- 


on the Husband, not without a little ſuſpicion 
of Connivance. For after this Action, he 
kept her at home, as if he had been fully ſatis- 
fyd with the Removal of his Rival. On an 
Admonition to finiſh the Action, he proceeded 
in it with Reluctance; but it was neceſſary te 
paſs a Condemnation upon her, againſt the 
Will of the Accuſer; and ſhe was left to the 


Penalty of the Frlian Law. Ceſar added both 


the Name of the Centurion, and the mention 
of Military Diſcipline, to the Sentence, that 
he might not ſcem to reduce every Cauſe of 


this kind to his own Hearing. On the third 


Day, another Action was brought in, that had 
been the Subject of much, and different Talk, 
about the Will of Julius Tyro, which appear'd 
to be partly true, and was reported to be in 4 
good Meaſure falſe. The Defendants were 
Sempronius Senetio, a Roman Knight, and Eu. 


r1thmus the Freed-man, and Agent of Czſar. 


The Heirs, when Caſar was in Dacia, pe- 
rition'd him, in a joint Letter, for a Hearing. 
| He 
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He granted their Petition. On his return to 
Rome, he appointed a Day for it; and when 
ſome of the Heirs would have deſiſted from 
the Proceeding, as it were out of reſpect to 
Eurythmus, He finely ſaid, he is not a Poly- 
cletus, not am I a Nero. Let he allow'd their 
deſire of an Adjournment, and when the time 
of that was expir d, he ſate upon the Cauſe. 
Two appcar'd on the Part of the Heirs, they 
inſiſted, that all ſhould be oblig d to join in the 
Action, ſince all had join d in the firſt Charge, 
or that they ſhould have an equal Liberty to 
decline it. Cæſar expreſsd himſelf with much 
Weight and Moderation; and when the Ad- 
vocate of Senecio and Eurythmus ſaid, that the 
Defendents were expos'd to ill Suſpicions, if 
they were not heard, he reply d, It is no Con- 
cern to me, whether they be left open to Suſ- 
picions, I certainly am in this Caſe. Then, 
turning to us, determine, ſaid he, what we 
ought to do, for theſe Men are diſposd to 
Complain, that they have leave to withdraw 
their Suit. Then, on the Opinion of the 
Council, he gave an Order to all the Heirs, ei- 
ther to plead, or that each of them ſhould ap- 
prove the Reaſons for deſiſting, otherwiſe, that 
he would pronounce upon it, as a Caſe of Ca- 
lumny. You ſee, how honourably and uſe- 
fully theſe Days have been employ'd; they 
were follow d by ſome very agreeable Diverſi- 
ons. We were every Day at Supper with the 
Emperor; it was a frugal Entertainment, for 
a Prince;

VERY Man has his Reaſons to recite his 
Works to his Friends; mine is, as 1 have 
often ſaid, to be reminded, if any thing eſcapes 
me, as it often happens. This makes me won 
der at ſome you write of, who object to the 
Publick Reading of my Orations; unleſs they 
imagine theſe only are not to have the Privi- 
lege of being corrected. I would willingly ask 
theſe Gentlemen, Why they allow, that an 
Hiſtory ought to be recited (if they do allow it) 
which 1s aot compos d for the Reputation ” 
the 
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the Author, but for Truth and Belicf? Why 
they allow a Tragedy ought to be recited, which 


docs not require an Auditory, but a Theatre 


and Actors? Or Lyrick Poems, which demand, 


not a Reader, but a Band of Muſicians, with 
their Inſtruments? It is now uſual to recite 


theſe Works, they will urge. But muſt he then 


be Condemn'd, who introduc'd the Cuſtom ? 
Tio” indeed, both our Romans, and the Greeks 
too, have practis d the Reading of Orations : But, 

they will lay, it is of no Conſequence to read, 


what you have publickly pronounc'd. This 
would be true, it you read all the ſame Things 
to all the ſame Perſons; if you read immedi- 


atcly; but if you add in one Place, and alter 


in another; if the greateſt Part of your Audience 
has not heard you, or if ſome have not heard 


you a long time; I would very fain know, 
why it is not as proper to read what you have 


publicly ſpoken, as it is to publiſh it. But it 


is hard to keep up the Grace of an Oration in 
the Reciting of it; this is the Task and Buſineſs 
of the Reciter, but no Cauſe why it ſhould 
not be recited. I do not aim at Applauſe when 
I read, but when Jam read; ,and therefore 1 
8 by myſelf what I have Comp d, then 
I read it to two or three, and ſoon after, deli- 


ver it into other Hands, for their Remarks up- 


on it; and if I am in any Doubt, I weigh their 
Obſervations again with one or two more; 
then, laſtly, I read ig more, and do aſſure you, 

after 
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aftcr this, I correct the Piece my ſelf with the 


utmoſt Severity. For I ſet about it with the 
ercatcr Care, in proportion to my Concern. 
Now Reſpect, Shame, Fear, are very judicious 
Ccnfors; And do but make this Reflection up- 
on it : if you talk wich One, tho' a Man of 


Knowicdge, You arc lets affected, than before 
a Number, that are I;norant. Have not you 


the ercarctt Piffidence in your ſelf, when you 
rite to plead? Then you with, do not ſay, the 
orcateti Part of what you have written, but all, 
was fer'd, eſpecially if the Scene be large, and 
the Audience more Numerous. For we are a- 
fraid ver of rhe Meaneſt and the Coarſeſt Part 
of them. Do not you deſpond, and ſink, if 
you imagine the Beginning docs not pleaſe? 1 
believe it; becauſe the ure and the 
Number itſeif forms a kind of a great and ge- 
nera] Council; and where cach Perlon in par- 
ticular is endowed with a very moderate judg- 
menr, all together are pofleſòd of a far greater 
Share. And therefore, Tomponius Secundus 
(che Tragic Writer) if an intimate Friend was 
of Opinion that any thing was to be eras'd, 
and he thought it ſhould be retained, uſed to 
lay, I appeal to the People; and ſo according 
to their Silence or Conſcnt, he follow'd tis 
own Notion; or that of his Friend. So much 
did he aſcribe to the Judgment of the Multi 
tude. Whether he was in the right or no, is 
foreign to my Purpoſe; for it is not my Pra- 
Rice to read to the People, but to a certain 


choſen 
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choſen Number, i in order to obſerve and con- 
fide in them; and in ſhort, to regard them, 
as if they were ſingly by themſelves, and fear 
them as a Body. For I have the ſame Opini- 
on of Reſpect for the Publick, that Tully has 
of Style. This Awe is the moſt juſt Cri- 
tick in the World. The very Thought of a 
* Publick Recital, of entering an Audience, of 
growing pale, of trembling, of looking about 
us, all contributes to correct and perfect a 
Work. Therefore I cannot repent of a Cuſtom, 
whoſe Advantage experience; and the frivo- 
lous Diſcourſes of theſe Men give me ſo tender 
an Impreſſion, that 1 would beg the favour of 
you to diſcover ſome new Secret to me, in or- 
der to make my Works ſtill the more accurate, 
for my Nicety is never ſatisfy d: I am ſenſible, 
how dangerous a Thing it is, to put a Work 
into the Hands of the Publick ; nor can I per- 
ſuade mylſelt, that I ought not to review with 
a great Number of Perſons, and very frequently, 
what I am deſirous ſhould Pleale all the World 
for ever.

A Deſer:ption of the Spring-Head of the 
River Clitumnus. 


By the Same. 


AVE yon ncrer ſeen the Spring of the 
Clitummis ? If not, (as I imagine, for o- 
therwiſe you would have told me) I will de- 
{cribe it to you, as I lately view'd it, tho ram 
ſorry it was not ſooner. 
There is a moderate aſcent of Ground co- 
verd very cloſely with a Grove of Cypreſs; at 
the Foot of it the Spring iſſues out; it diſchar- 
ges itſelf in ſcveral Veins, that are, uncqual, 
and after the firſt Paſſage, it forms a Baſon, 
which extends itlelf to a good Breadth, ſo pure 
and Chryſtall ine, that you may tell over the 
Pieces of Money, or the ſhining Counters you 
throw into it. Thence it 1s carry d on, not 
by the declivity of the Place, but the very 
Weight and Quantity of its own Water. It 
has hardly parted from its fourc?, but it ſpreads 
into an ampie River, that is Navigable; and it 
conveys even the Boats that meet one another, 
and cithcr come up, or fall down the Channel 
by an oppoſite Paſlage; and the Stream is 10 
rapid, that there is no occalion for the help of 
Oars, t to fail along with it, as it you went on 
| Icyel 
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level Ground; but againſt it, you can hardly 
ply with all the Oars and Poles you carry with 


you. Either way, it is delighttul to thoſe who 
take the Water for Pleaſure, as they bend their 


Courſe, to caſe their Labour with Reſt, and 


their Reſt by repeated Working. The Banks 
are crouded with a Number of Aſh Trees and 
Poplars, which the River, tranſparent to the 
bottom, reflects and multiplies to the Land- 
ſchape they make on the Green. The Chill- 
neſs of the Water is equal to that of Snow, and 
the Colour as perfec ect. Near it is a Temple, 


as Venerable, as it s Ancient The Cod of 


the River himſelf, has there a Statue, dreſsd in 
a borderd Robe. Oracles ſhow the Deity to 


be preſent, and Prophetic. Several Chapels 


are diſtributed about the Temple, a and as many 
Images of the God; cach has its particular De- 
votion and Name, fome have allo their Foun- 
tains. For beſides that, which is, as it were, 


the Father of the reſt, there are ſome leſſer 


Springs, which are diſtin in their Head, but 
flow all into the common River; it is croſs d 
by a Bridge, which is a Boundary between the 
Sacred Places and the Prophane. Above the 
Bridge, you can only paſs in a Boat, below, 
you have Liberty to bath. The People of Hi 
fella, to whom Auguſias made a Grant of the 
Place, ſupply you, at the Publick Charge, with 
all neccflarics for Bathing, and for Lodging 


too. Along the River you tee a Variety of 


Houles, ſtanding on the Edge of the Bank, 
built 
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built there, for the Beauty and Delightfulneſs 
of the Situation, In ſhort, there is nothing 
but what would afford you ſome agreeable 
Entertainment. For you may ſtudy likewiſe, 
and rcad many Inſcriptions by ſeveral Hands, 
drawn upon all the Columns and Walls, in 
Praiſe of the God, and of the Place. A Num- 
ber of them you will approve, ſome might raiſe 
your Laugliter; tho your good Nature is ſuch, 
that you will ridicule none of them.
